Curious Ramors from the Holy 
City. 


From tbe Pall Mall Gazette.) 

A curiens story reaches us from Rome, 
on auttiority entitled to’every respect. 
We are informed that froma quarter 
whence it was little expected, a serious 
effort is now being made to induce the 
Pope to prorogue indefinitely the Ecu- 
menical Counci’. Sp:cisl congregations 
have been appointed to prepare and di- 
gest the various opinions which the Vati- 
can proposed to submit to the assembled 
divinesa for their confirmation. We are 
now told thatin the coagregation charged 
with the due elaboration of the two car- 
dinal points for which the Council has 
been in voked-- the personal infallibility of 
the Pope and the condemnation of po- 
litical liberalism in accordance with the 
Pope’s deciaration in the Syllabus—the 
doctors have fallen out amorg them- 
selves, and cannot be broygo.to any 
agreement. But dissent on these two 
pvints ruins the whole project, which 
was broached in the conviction that the | 
formal acceptance by a unanimous 
eburch of these pet articies of Jesuit 
doctrine might be s.cured. armed by 
the discordance ia this preliminary con- 
gregaiion—to which it was found reces- 
sary to add foreiga, and especially Ger- 
man diyines—the Jesuits began to thiok 
it would be prudent to fiad a plea for 
postponing the Council ; and accordingly 
they addressed themseives to the Pope 
with that intention. Here, however, the 
fathers got a check. 

Pius LX dotes on his Council as a wo- 
mao dotes upona child born to her 
when she (thought herself past child- 
bearing. He clings tothis project with 
the fondness of Jacob for Benjamin; 
and, therefore, when these gentlemen 
who had hiiberto stimulated nis antici- 
pations of a glorious new paternity, ap- 
proached him witha suggestion that it 
might as well give up the idea, the Pupe 
flaw into one of his constitutional furies, 
aud sent the fathers back into their dun- 
geon-like monastery, discom fitted, to re- 
fisct what had best be done under the 
circumstances. Aftera while they re- 
solved to invoke the counsel of Cardinal 
Bilio, a prelate bigt in the Pope’s favor, 
and reported to have been the chief 
autbor in the actual composition of the 
Syltabus. It was thought that when 
his first passion had subsided, “Pius 1X 
might be amenabie to the influence of 
ihis approved abettor of his pet desires. 
The Cardinal, therefore, did go to His 
Holiness,spoke to him of the unfortunate 
perversity of mind displayed in the select 
congregaiion, and sougbt to open the in- 
teliect of the Holy Father to the grave 
danger of ecandai tothe Church in the 
eventof such perversity being mani- 
feasted in the Council. Bat the Cardi. 
nal had vo more favorable reception than 
his promptere. The Pope, we are in- 
formed, wes immovabie. The Council 
should meet at the ted time, he 
replied, and nothing should induce bim 
to post pone ita assembly. Bat the Pope, 
tough passionate, is amanof infirm 
resoiution ; and, if the spirit of insabor- 
dination to Jesuit inflaence exhibited in 
the congregation should prove stubborn 
—which, ao doubt, is a considerable 
assumption—and i’, as isaflicmed, Car- 
dinal Antonelii has become uveasy at

THE UNDERWRITERS. 


Meeting in New York of the 
National Board, 


From the New York Tribune of the 22d | 

The reguiar meeting of the National 
of Fire Uaderwriters was held 
yesterday at their rooma, No. 156 Broad- 
way. After the transaction of some rou- 
tine busivess, the Chairman of the Exec- 
utive Commiitee, D. A Heald, presented 
the annual report, which showed thet 
since the organization cf the National 
Board in Jaly, 1866, 475 local Boards 
have been organized. A large number 
of these embrace whole counties, and 
several two or more, under one organizi- 
tien ; of these, 75 have been organized 


since the last report. 


In regard to the 


subject of State legislation, the report 
states that I ‘linois and Missouri have en- 
acted laws similar to those of New York, 
and other Sta‘es have modified their 
laws by removing some cf their require- 
ments. A Government tax of 1; rer 
cent. has been collected on $51 549,831 of 
losses paid during 18638. The tax of 1; 
per cent. on gross receipts yielded in the 
year 1868, $1,285,745 79. and indicates 
that.the premium receipts of all the in- 
surance companies in the United S:ates 


subject to such tax were, durin

MINORS IN REBELLION. 


Decision ot Register Wiliiams. 


It appears from tie petition-and is ad 
mitted by the counsel forthe S ate, that 
petitioner, W. Poston, was miaor 
both at the time of entering aud leaving 
the army of the Confederacy. Io view 
of this fact petitioner’s cvuunrel has 
argued, lst. That his service as a sold er 
in the army Was io /aw, a civil contract, 
and made for a stipulated c >nsideration, 
and being a miaor, he was not bound by 
his act. : . 

Admitting the rule of law to te cor- 
rectly stated by patitioner’s Counsel, giv- 
ing it every force that can be claimed for 
it, [am at a loss to understaod how the 
principal argued by him #ffscts this case, 
abd for the reason that while he may 
not have been bound by his contract, 
that obligation was simply one du: to 
the Confeverate army aod dues not aff sct 
the question of bis having violated the 
laws of the United States, or of the State | 
of Tennessee, by taking uparms. [a 
point of fact the voluntary enlistment 
setup by petitioner may -bave been a 
crime against his Government, and if 
a0, one that bis infancy, isin law no 
justificaticn. Piacing the mildest con- 
struction upon petitioner’s act, he was 
guilty of a wggng, tort, and this tru’, 
all the law of non-responsibility by rea- 
son of infancy, as argued by his counsei, 
falis to the ground, us infants are liable 
for torts committed curing their mi- 
nerity. 

The elective franchise is not an inalien- 
able right or privilege, but a politica! 
right conferred, limited cr wilbheid, at 
the pleasure of the people ecirg in 
their sovereign capacity.—Ridley ve. 
Sherorook, 31 Coidwel!l, 569. The 
acts of June 5, 1865 and May 3, 1866, and 
subsequent acts amendatory § thereof 
probivit, with certain exceptions, all 
persons from voting who bave given vol- 
untary aid, cooifort, countenance, coun- 
sel, or encouragement to any rebellion 
against the authority of the United States 
Government. Pe:itioner doves not deny 
that bis enlisiment was of higown free 
will, voiuntary in fact. No exception iu 
the various franchise acts is made as to 
persons who were miitoss at the time o! 
entering the army or at the close of the 
war. 

Therefore, I am necessarily com- 
pelled to overrule the petitioner’s appli- 
cation in this instance, aod deny him hie 
certiticate of registration. Wuoder 4 
decision in 3d Coldwell before referred 
to, the pecple-ef the State of Tennessee, 
acting ia their sovereign capacity, would 
have the right to exclude any viass of 
persona from the privilege of voting, 
without reference to their having vio 
lated any eivil law or committed a crime, 
and a piain construction of the acts re-

He 
instructs Assessors, that, before assessing 
the prescribed penalty upon any person 
for neglect or refusal to make trus re- 
turns, or for the making fraudulent re- 
they shali. cause fifteen day’s 
notice to be served on Lim, notifying 
him to appear and show cause why the 
legal penaltice should not be assessed 
agaiust bim. This instruction is a juet 
and proper one, The sutjsactirg of citi- 
z3ne to penalties upon the mere discre- 
tion of an Assessor, without giving them 
& hearing and a fuli opportuaity to show 
cause why they should not be punished, 
is ap outrage upon ail our inherited and 
cherished ideas of justice. It is tyranny 
and cppression, insolent ard undisguised, 
snd yet it has been regularly practiced 
hitherto nnder our Republican revenue 
laws, and, aithough the complaints of 
wronged individuais have been uttered 
loudiy in condemnation of it, no public 
sentiment has corrected the evil.

WEATHER AND RIVEuS 
GAS WORKS, April 29, 1869, 


River rose 24 inches in past 24 hours. 
Below high-water mark 1 foot 2} inches.

The weather continues gloomy and 
dark, with occasional showers of rain. 
The rivers above sre falling. Our mid- 
bight dispatches give the latest news 
from all points, while we also give below 
the latest by mail. Tie Arkansas was 
rising slowly at Little Rock yesterday, 
and White river was failing at last ad- 
vices from that stream. 

There is four and a balf feet of water 
in the Missouri river below St. Joseph, 
and three and a haif above that point to 
Omsahe. 

The Nashville Banner of Wednesday 


says: 

The Cumberland river is fast re- 
ceding at this point, and we report only 
thirteen feet on Harpeth Shoale.”’ 

Tne St. Louis Democrat of same date 
says: 

“The river came to a stand. The 
grand and final decline has been de- 
ferred. The upper rivers aro pretty well 
balanced. If we are to!d that a rise is 
going on at oue point, at another there 
is a decline simultaneously.
